And What Have You

There are two bills before the Texas 
House that merit the attention of the 
average citizen but are by nature the 
type that he seems to consider of little 
importance. Both bills involve adverbs 
ing and because of this people tend to 
think that when a new spaper advocates 
passag e of this kind of legislation they 
are seeking to create forced business for 
their own profit 
But one of these bills involves p u b ­ 
lic notices which was the reason for the 
start of new spapers originally in the 
early days of our Republic, and that 
reason exists in even greater importance 
today. 
How many times have you been to 
the courthouse in say the last five years ? 
If you have not been over there any 
more than the average person you prob­ 
ably only make it over when you get 
called for jury duty. And when you go 
do you ever take the time to look at the 
mess of notices posted on the bulletin 
b o ard9 
Very few people do and that is the 
reason that newspapers try each legis­ 
lative session to get public notice laws 
changed. The revenue involved for the 
new spapers is not enough to make very 
much difference in the profit or loss of 
the papers but a better system could 
have a strong effect on the people in­ 
volved in such notices. 
It has been proven that a large n um ­ 
ber of people over the state have lost 
their homes to unscrupulous lenders, aid ­ 
ed an d abetted by archaic laws. Be­ 
cause under present procedure all that 
is necessary is for a lender to post a 
notice on the courthouse door or bulletin 
board (once payments on the loan b e ­ 
come a few months delinquent) which 
"legally" places the property up for sale 
by the sheriff without further adieu. This 
has been done more than once without 
homeowners knowing a thing about the 
sale. 
And this is perfect'y legal under exis­ 
ting Texas laws, because all that is nec­ 
essary to fill the la w s requirements is 
that a notice be posted in three public 
places . . . and that could be a winter 
closed park, a tree or a telephone pole 
Under terms of House Bill 343, which 
is now in sub-committee and not making 
much progress, ad eq u ate notice to the 
owner would be required, giving him 
three weeks to round up the necessary 
funds with which to pay the delinquent 
payments. Then, if the property has to be 
sold to satisfy the lien, publication of 
this fact would increase the sale price 
of the property, because it would build 
up the buying audience and increase 
competition for the property. It is com­ 
mon occurance at such sales for no bid­ 
der to ap p ear except the m ortgagee who 
can then bid the property at the balance 
due on his 
mortgage, or some figure 
far below actual market price. 
Confiscation without proper notice is 
unfair, unkind, and actually dishonest. 
Certainly a posted notice is far from a d e ­ 
quate, as is even a registered letter di­ 
rected to the attention of the owner. 
W hen public notices become such a farce 
as they have become in Texas it would 
be just as well not to have any notice 
at all. 
Cost of such notices would be paid 
for by the homeowner and that would 
be merely his penalty 'for failure to keep 
up payments. 


The other bill, H.B. 933, would among 
other things, permit Licensed Optom e­ 
trists to advertise. This bill w as brought 
about when the State Board of Optome­ 
try — not the Texas Legislature 
- ruled 
that all advertising by optometrists will 
b e outlawed in Texas. 
The bill would permit optometrists 
to lease space on a percentage or gross 
receipts basis which is the w ay most 
shopping centers are leased. It would 
permit the practice of optometry under a 
trade nam e or assum ed nam e and in 
multiple offices, either as an employee or 
employer; provided, however, that such 
practice is owned by a licensed optome­ 
trist. 
It would permit advertising in any 
newspaper, radio, television or advertis­ 
ing media of any kind; provided that it 
does not create fraudulent, deceitful, mis­ 
leading, or which in any m anner tends 
to create a misleading impression.

salesman produce a license or 
permit issued from the City 
Secretary. If he cannot show- 
such a permit, the City Had 
should be called immediate­ 


ly" 


He further advises, “Don't 
buy 
anything, sign anything 
or enter in any kind of agree­ 
ment with any salesman un­ 
til 
you 
have 
checked 
with 
oriicers, insurance offices or 
ethel'

businesses the 
caller is supposed to repre­ 
sent.'’ 


Police Chief E. B. Watson 
said that he had received no 
other complaints

town sales persons. He rec­ 
ommends that residents call

He said that a good 
description of th.- person, or
